SAFE INCOMES 


Those in days gone by who have had 


the rare good fortune to view, in the 
agricultural districts of our northwest, 
the wide and seemingly limitless ex- 
panses of wheat fields, miles upon 
miles or billowing golden seas of the 
plains, -will be interested in a survey 
made in 1921 by the North Dakota- 
Agricultural college, as compared to 
one of recent date. 


In 1921 conditions on 78,000 farms 


in an area tributary to that institution 
produced the following data: 23,000 of 
these farms had no cows; 18,000 had 
no hogs; 25,000 had no vegetable gar- 
dens—not even a potato patch. Grocery 
bills averaged eight hundred dollars 
per year per farm. 


Agricultural institutions, financial 


and industrial organizations, newspa- 
pers and farming interests in general, 
becoming alive to the fallacy of ex- 
ploiting the fertility of the soil by the 
one-crop process and of depending up- 
on grain alone for regional prosperity, 
instituted an educational movement 
for the diversification of farm crops 
which has resulted in a remarkable 
change in farm production and the eco- 
nomic status of this territory. 


At the present time, in the same 


farming districts of Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota and Montana, the 
latest reports show that of farm in- 
comes totaling more than a billion and 
a half dollars, wheat yielded only S178,- 
000,000. Dairying produced 8300,000,- 
000, and beef, pigs, chickens and sheep 
returned more than $800,000,000. 


The result has been that the slump 


in the price of wheat has not caused 
the ruination of many farmers and the 
consequent economic disaster certain 
to take place in a large territory de- 
pendent upon one crop. Diversifica- 
tion insures increased stability, inde- 
pendence and the general well-being 
of all farming communities. Income is 
safer, farmers live'better, the health 
level improves. 


The farmer is thus following the 


underlying principle of all sound in- 
vestments, and, by so much, within 
reason, as he increases the spread of 
his investment and source of his in- 
come, will he make more certain of his

Uncle Sana, still leader of th« world 


despite business flls, will pause this 
July 4 to celebrate his 155th birth- 
day and to honor those brave fore- 
fathers who sacrificed their all for 
liberty's cause. 
As 120,000,000 Americans celebrate 


the nation's founding, pages of his- 
tory turn back to 1776, when pat- 
riotic men and women gave their 
personal fortunes and, some, their 
lives fo rour freedom. Statesmen 
heroes they were, but as brave as 
those who carried muskets. 


One valiant patriot rose from a 


sick bed and rode SO miles through a 
blinding storm to cast a needed vote 
for independence; another risked 
death as a traitor, went to prison 
and died from the harsh treatment; 
others saw their homes looted and 
their families scattered because they 
signed the Declaration; on~ fired the 
cannon that destroyed his own man- 
sion, then the stronghold of the Brit- 
ish. 


On July 3, 1776, it became evident 


that the vote would "be taken the 
next day at Philadelphia, on Richard 
Henry Lee*s resolution before Con- 
gress, "That these united colonies 
are, and of right ought "to be, free 
and independent states." 


"With one man home and sick, 


Delaware's delegation, seemed hope- 
lessly split. Caesar Rodney received 
the message late that night. He rose 
from bed and rode 80 miles from 
Dover to Philadelphia to cast the de- 
ciding vote. Pennsylvania, also, was 
doubtful. So John Morton rode 40 
miles the same night to break a tie. 


Each colony cast a majority vote 


for freedom. And lustily the old 
bellman in the State House at Phila- 
delphia, rang forth the news of the 
birth of a new nation.

King George HI tried to spoil the 


show. He declared all signers of the 
Declaration and their families would 
be regarded as traitors and offered 
52500 reward for the capture of any 
of them. Consequently there was 
a price on the head of every man at 
the formal signing" in August, 1776.

Kow the small investor cannot 


help but b* Influenced by the ex- 
ample of those with larger resources 
but It Is possible to carry conserva- 
tism to unnecessary extremes. There 
is no reason for the Tr*an of small 
n-icano putting T».t« money into muni- 
cipal bonds with a 3 to 4 per cent 
yield. He can get that much in the 
savings banks and he can get more 
than that in preferred stocks of the 
highest type. Moreover he does not 
need the tax exempt privilege that 
the state and municipal bonds carry- 
Exemption -Is a. feature attractive 
only to those subject to surtaxes 
and It has to be paid for when, want- 
ed. It is extravagant to buy It 
when it Is not required.. 


Of course It Is taken for granted 


that municipal bonds are safe In- 
vestments. As a rule that Is true 
and It is .certainly true of the larger 
centers of population, but
